And this Job» Bu/kley is a ſtrict profeſſor, & joins much with the 
chief Prieſts, by whom Chriſt t nor and all his members, did 


and do dayly fuffer, and in that night he committed three of the 
members and innocent lambs of Chriſt to priſon, and one ti be 
whip, another to be vel whipe, that is (ſaid he) hand/omly whipr, 
marki and his partiality, Words, carriage, and actions at that 
rime, which was far unfit for a man of his profeſſion and place, 
the which ] ſhall not write, becauſe he finge confeſſed to our fa- 
ees that᷑ he at that time was much diſturbed, ad in pafiion, (he 
thought ) more then ever before, and did hope never to be fo a- 
gain; & ſo by his own Words he was then fat unſſt for bis place, 
and fo ſent us to priſos in his Wrath and enyy, which is of che 
Devil; and ſo by that of the Devil in him are we eaſt and kept in 
priſon, as it is written, The Devi / [hall caſt ſomt of you! im pri. 
ſen, Rev.. 10. But by faithfulntſt unto death, the Crows of Bee 7 * 
rerei ved.

And at the ſame time which he confeſt thoſe things, ke ſeemed 
to be moderate, and have ſome pitty on us, ſeeing our weak and 
ſickly bodies ſo much altered, and countenances changed, (as he 
himſelf ſaid ) by reaſon of our great ſufferings in priſon ſince 
he ſent us thither, which was but few dayes, inſomuch that he 
ſaid he would ſpeak to the Judge of the Afflſes that we mighi 


Prieſt, which Prieſts ftill did, and do ſtir up che Ralers and peo- 
ple againſt Chriſt, ( who ſaith, I am the light) and all them chat 
believe in it; and he being led by ſuch, (when we were to anſwer 
before the Judge at che Aſſiſes) inſtead of fulfilling his promiſe 
to ſpeak for us to the Judge, he uttered many things againſt us, 
and much that was falſe, and not a Word for us, who did not 
ſeek him to ſpeak for us, nor ſeek bay thing of any man but Ju- 
ſtice and Equity, the which we were by him deprived of, and our 
right and ibertyin the Nation, and by the Judge called Wan- 
derers, and committed fo the Houſe of Correction. 
Concerning our tryal at the Aſſi ſes, it is not worth the wri- 
ting; for though Thieves and Murtherers had liberty to ſpeak, 
— their cauſes on both fides examined & ſearched into, which 
was but right; but we being called in the night alſo, by the Judge 
when they were even ready to riſe, we having liberty to ſpeak 
but few Words, the Cryer diſmiſſed the Court, and called us no 
more. And fo their deedsare deeds of darkneſs alſo, and in the 
night, they having Torches, and falſe Witneſſe againſt the in- 
nocent, and ſo are found throughout in the practiſes, and ways, 
and actions of their forefathers, Joh.18.3. Mar.14-55,56,57. 
' . Concerning the Warrants and Paſſes ſent forth- by Juſtice, 
Bulkley, and Juſtice 1/ſly, ( ſo called) moſt of them had hardly 
ſo much as the likeneſs of a V Varrane, neither were they ſent 
forth in the Protectors Name, but in their own Names. And 
one VVarrant which was in the Protectors Name, was by their
